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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority

papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Okado in view of either Kamei et al or Kawashima et al. Okado teaches variation of 
power supplied to a heating device which is responsive to the input power supply 
frequency as claimed. No mention is made in Okado of tentatively starting the power 
supply as a set frequency before the frequency detection step. Both Kamei et al and 
Kawashima et al teach this step as conventional in power supply systems. In kamei et al 
, figure 18 step 3 teaches energizing a discharge lamp for heating before step 4 which 
effects a frequency determination which is used to adjust the power supply after the 
initial period. Since the power is supplied before the frequency determination it is 
obvious that a tentative power supply voltage amplitude and frequency have been 
tentatively chosen during the initialization period. In Kawashima et al the discussion of . 
the prior art teaches initial energization at an initial power supply , before the power 
supplied to the load is adjusted in response to frequency determination. Both patens 
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thus teach that is conventional to supply power to a load in the instantly claimed 
manner and such step leads to an efficient and successful load energization. In view of 
these teachings it would have been obvious to modify the Okado system with initial 
power supply at a tentative or predetermined frequency, followed by supply at an 
adjusted frequency based on frequency detection, to enable more efficient control of 
power to the load. As per claim 2 if the device was used in a location having a high 
power supply frequency, say 60 Hz, then it is obvious that the predetermined frequency 
would be the highest frequency if used later in a 50 Hz location. AS per claim 4 note 
that all of the applied patents teach zero-cross frequency detection as standard. As per 
claim 5 it is considered an obvious choice in design to continue the initial supply of 
power when a non-matching frequency occurs, since the stored data in the applied 
control logic are programmed for a discrete number of operating frequencies only, 
mainly 50 and 60 hz. With respect to dependent claims in claims 7-18, the features 
claimed are discussed as set froth above. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Han et al are cited for disclosing power factor compensation for 
load control using frequency determination.
